It is now 
believed here that both the United States and 
Mexico will at once recognize President 
Ezeta, who is legally the Chief Magistrate of 
the nation. 

New Tom, Sept. 12.—The Pacific Mail 
steamship Colon, which reached this port to- 
day, brought from the Isthmus some of the 
passengers who were on board the steamship 
Acapulco at the time of the killing of Gen. Bar- 
rundia by Guatemalan officers while the 
Acapuleo lay in the harbor of San José. An 
eye witness of the tragedy relates the follow- 
ing narrative: 

„The steamship Acapulco left San Francis- 
co Aug. 13. On her arrival at Acapulco, 
Mexico, Gen. Barrundia, ex-Minister of War, 
of Guatemala, came on board from the Star- 
buck, a sister ship. He was known to be hos- 
tile to the present government of Gauteinala, 
and it was understood that he was on his way 
to San Salyador. He was attended by two 
men as bodyguard. 

“When the ship arrived at Champerico, 
Guatemala. the authorities, who had been 
warned that Barrundia was on board, at once 
sent off two boat-loads of soldiers and de- 
manded that the General be surrendered to 
them. Capt. Pitts peremptorily refused to 
accede to this demand. The attempt was 
made to coerce him by withholding clearance 
papers, But after a detention of twenty-four 
hours Capt. Pitts, persisting in his refusal to 
deliver Gen. Barrundia without an order from 
the Government, the vessel was permitted to 
resume its course. This was Aug. 27, and on 
the morning of the same day the steamer ar- 
rived at San José. 

No sooner had the Acapulco cast anchor 
than two boat-loads of soldiers were sent off 
from shore to keep close watch that no one 
without proper credentials should leave the 
vessel for the shore. Within pistol shot of 
where the Acapulco lay were two United 
States gunboats. Capt. Pitts had telegraphed 
to their commanding officer from Champerico 
requesting assistance. But his dispatch was 
not delivered. Now he made a personal ap- 
peal to them for help. The response was that 
the men-of-war could do nothing without an 
order from the Port Captain. 

“Next day the ship was again invaded by 
the commandant of a special force of men, 
accompanied by another boat-load of soldiers. 
This time the Guatemalan officers came fur- 
nished with an ‘order of arrest,’ signed by 
Minister Mizner, After bemg politely intro- 
duced to Capt. Pitts, the commandant pro- 
duced his papers and made a formal demand 
for the delivery of Gen. Barrundia. Then the 
commandant directed that all the cabin 
passengers be ordered below. When this 
order had been executed the entire force of 
Guatemalan officers proceeded to Gen. Bar- 
rundia’s room. Capt. Pitts going with them. 
As soon. as the room was reached Capt. 
Pitts, after deprecating the necessity of 
surrendering his passenger to the authorities, 
began to read the order for the General's ar- 
rest. Gen. Barrundia had quietly met them 
at the door, but, at once divining that all was 
over, he reached into his room for his revol- 
vers, and, making the remark, Very good,” 
fired. The ball just missed Capt. Pitts, who, 
together with the commandant, ran to his 
room, locked the door, and hid under the bed, 


leaving the man-hunting to the special officers. 


Barrundia was a short-sighted man and, being 
very nervous, was unable to do any damage, 
though he chased them out of the saloon, fir- 
ing wildly. At last the officers dropped him 
from different points, riddled with shot, on the 
hurricane deck. The brave commandant 
thereupon came from his hiding place, walked 
up to the dead man, and fired into his skull.“

No returns had been made n 
would the shortage have been discovered at 
this time but for an order passed by the Su- 
preme Bench some time ago, immediately 
after a misappropriation of trust funds. re- 
quiring trustees to report not less than once a 
year the condition of property intrusted to 
their care.

. old scow wascrowded with excited 
men. They were anxiously awaiting the 
result of a race at Sheepshead 
Bay. All were intently listening for the book- 
maker to announce the winner. The old tub 
heaved lazily to and fro, while the waves 
boomed against the opposite side of the pier. 
A painful silence reigned in the floating pool- 
room. 

Into the stretch, shouted the bookmaker, 
as the telegraph instrument connected with a 
submarine wire ticked the message from the 
far,away race course. There was a craning of 
necks to hear the outcome. The two detect- 
ives stepped in. 

Detectives Cause a Panic.

We woulda't have touched them. You and 
your partner are the men we want. Close up 
your joint and come along.“ 

McHie hesitated at-first, but the officer pro- 
duced a warrant, and that settled it. 

McHie with his partner, C. S. Howard, were 
taken to the Armory Police Station and locked 
up tor selling pools on races in violation of 
the law. It was about 3 o’clock when they 
were locked up, but in less than an hour they 
furnished bail and were liberated.

BIG FLOODS IN THE EAST. 


HEAVY RAIN-STORMS CAUSE HAVOC: 


IN SEVERAL STATES, 


Rivers Out of Their Banks and the Low- 
lands Under Watér—One Hundred Fam- 
flies Driven from Their Homes at New 
Castle, Pa.—Railway Traffic at a Standstill 
and County Fairs A bandoned—Losses in 
New York and Ohio, 

Prrranund, Pa., Sept. 12.—The rivers here 
are rising steadily, and, though not near the 
danger point as yet, advices from all along the 


bis e and Monongahela Rivers gry ee 


uch higher water before Sunday. At the 
icaiecines of the Allegheny the rain has been 
especially heavy and has been falling without 
intermission since Monday. The county fairs 


gheny are all i am and at Oil City, Pa., 
the Western New York and Pennsylvania 
tracks are covered, while trouble is feared on 
the Allegheny Valley railroad. All of the 
lower streets in Canton, O., are flooded and 
great damage is being done by flooded cellars, 
while the small farmers are also sufferers. 

At New Castle, Pa., the Neshannock River is 
higher than it has been for years and now 
completely covers the lower portion of that 
city, and a hundred houses are covered on the 
first floor with from one to six feet of 
water, and the families have been obliged to 
move to higher ground. A wash-out has 
stopped freight traffic on the New Castle branch 
of the Pittsburg and Western, while passen- 
gers must all be transferred. One mile of 
the Western New York and Pennsylvania has 
been washed out near New Castle, while the 
Nypano is washed away in ascore of places. 
A score of mills and furnaces in New Castle 
and along the Neshannock are covered with 
water and shut down. The deep Chenango River 
is also rising and danger is feared from that 
stream before morning. All reports indicate 
great loss to mills, houses, roads, and farm- 
ers. 

Witxessarre, Pa., Sept. 12,—The floods 
that have prevailed along the Chemung River 
during the last few days have swollen the Sus- 
quehanna at this point to an unusually abnor- 
mal attitude. The current is sixteen feet 
above the recognized summer line this even- 
ing and the water is still rising. Should it 
rise two feet more during the night all com- 
munication on the west side of the river to 
points along the line of the Delaware, Lacka- 
watina and Western railroad will be cut off. 
A large portion of the lowland is already sub- 
merged, and farmers who have not yet har- 
vested their late crops will suffer loss. 

Braprorp, Pa., Sept. 12.—Rain has been 
falling steadily all the week, and, although no 
serious damage has been done, both branches 
of the Tuna River are overflowing many of 
the lower streets. No mail or freight came 
from the East over the Erie since Tuesday, 
The Bradford, Eldred and Cuba railroad is 
washed out at Wellsville. 

New Pam, O., Sept. 12.—Inces- 
sant rains for the last forty-eight hours have 
caused a land slide on the Cleveland and 
Marietta railway, which will delay trains a 
long while. The bridge on the Cleveland, Lo- 
rain and Wheeling railway has been washed 
away near the city. The Tuscarawas River

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| WHY SHOULD THE TREASURY HELP 
AMBLERS ? 


. 
It would seem to be in order to ask if it is 
not about time for the Government of the 
United States to stop trying to help the 
gamblers in Wall street. Those gentry have 
got themselves into another quandary by over- 
betting their piles on the prices of stocks and 
trying to make a big profit by discounting the 
rise in values they counted on as a result 
of the silver legislation. By bidding against 
one another they inflated the market so much 
that it required more money to carry the 
stocks in which they “deal,” and their fellow- 
speculators among the importers helped to 
make money scarce by bringing in more for- 
eign goods than were wanted in an effort to 
get in ahead of the passage of the McKinley 
bill and sell them at a dig advance. 
Now the gamblers are forced to bid 
against each other for the use of 
money to tide them over into next week, 
when they hope the Treasury will extend a 
helping hand by depositing a lot of Federal 
funds in the banks where the Wall street 
gamblers can borrow them. Why should 
they above all others be the objects of a foster- 
ing care on the part of Treasury officials? 
They are not entitled to it by virtue either of 
being producers or distributors of the Nation's 


property of other people, engaged in “ milk- 
ing the market at every available opportuni- 
ty, and “ fleecing the lambs” whenever they 
can rope in credulous creatures of that ilk 
from among the outside public. They seek 
money to squander on their pleasures or 
vices, and have no more care for the interests 
of the great public than the stage robber has 
for those of the unfortunates who fall into his 
clutches. 
THE WABBLING HERALD. 

The Chicago Herald set out on its protean 
tariff reform career with a statement that it 
would raise revenue by imposing duties on 
the luxuries of the rich, but not on the neces- 
saries of the poor. Tax Tarsunz pointed out 
its inconsistency by calling its attention to 
the fact that it would not get much revenue in 
that way unless it put enormous duties on 


these luxuries, and that as most of them are 


made to some extent in this: country this 
would be imposing heavy protective duties. 
Its attention was called also to the fact that it 
is not easy to draw a hard and fast line be- 
tween poor and rich or to say where the neces- 
saries of one end and the luxuries of the other 
begin. | 

Thereupon the wabbling Herald announced 
that “it was for a tariff for revenue only.” 


1 Tas Tarsune pointed out to it that the best 


model of such a tariff is the English one, 
which taxes only a few articles, chief among 
them being tea, coffee, and tobacco, but taxes 
no manufactures. But these three articies are 
quite as much the necessaries of the poor as 
of the rich—perhaps more so. Hence, by the 
Herald’s first proposition, they should not be 
dutiable. 

Thereupon the cornered Herald makes 
another flop and says there must be no tariff 
at. all, arguing that “its utter destruction 
would prove an inestimable blessing to every 
man who labors with head or hands for a live- 
lihood.“ It joins the Georgeites on the tariff 
question. 183 
After having given up 220, 000,000 of cus- 
toms revenue how will the Herald proceed to 
make good its loss? Will it come out for a 
crushing income tax or for Henry George’s 
single-tax erankery? It certainly will appear 
in a few more changes of costume before it 
gets through performing in its revenue reform 
farce. | 

As for the effect of its latest suggestion, and 
also of the one which preceded it, it need be 
said only that if either were tried American 
wages would go down at once to the European 
level, and the amazed workingmen of this 
city, reeling under the tremendous bloy, 
would get even with the party which did this 
that horrible harm by giving a Republican 
majority of over 100,000 in Cook County. 
The Herald would be swept out of sight along 
with its party. The gifts to the schoolma’ms 
and the distribution of bicycles to the boys 
and girls would save neither the morning nor 
the evening edition from the wrath to come.

more should be said. The Timber-Culture 
act, having been proved to open the door to 
gross frauds chiefly on the part of corpora- 
tions, ought to be repealed without opposition. 
A private land claims court is needed for the 
relief of the Supreme Court and to fix up New 
Mexico land titles, which have been in a 
dreadful condition ever since the Territory be- 
came a part of the United States. Nor should 
the labor bills which are on the above schedule 
take much time. Every Senator has his mind 
made up, and there is nothing new to say 
about them. 

The Torrey Bankruptcy bill has passed the 
House with the following amendment designed 
to meet objections made to it by Taz TM- 
UNE and other critics: . 

Sec. 35. Qualifications of Referees.—Persons 
shall not be eligible to appointment as referees 
unless they are respectively (1) competent to per- 
form the duties of their offices; (2) not holding 
any office of profit or emolument under the laws 
of the United States, or of the State or munici- 
pality in which they reside, other than notaries 
public, masters in chancery, commissioners of 
United States courts, or commissioners of deeds; 
(3) not related by consanguinity or affinity, with- 
in the third degree, or by marriage, to any judge 
of the courts of bankruptcy, or to any justice or 
judge of the appellate courts of the districts 
wherein they may be appointed, and (4) residents 
of the territorial districts for which appointed. 

Judging by the way in which the New York 
stock gamblers are going ahead it will not be 
long before there will be need of a bankruptcy 
law. It is better to pass one quietly and delib- 
erately, before there is an urgent demand for 
it, than to rush one through inconsiderately on 
the heels of a panic. ‘Therefore the Senate 


‘should pass the bill. 


The Senate also should put through, without 
fail, the bill for the relief of the Supreme 
Court, which has passed the House. The court 
is years behind on its docket and will never 
catch up. But as the House bill makes provis- 
ion for the appointment of a number of new 
Circuit Judges some of the rabid partisan 
Democratic Senators may disregard the public 
interests if a Republican President is to fill the 
new places and may talk the measure to death 
for this session. They may be reinforced bya 
few narrow notional Republicans who have 
their own peculiar and cranky ideas as to the 


way in which the relief needed by the court 
should be given. But a vigorous and persistent 


effort should be made to pass the bill, as it is 
highly important for the public interests to 


-relieve the blockade of the court. 


As for other measures, the one regarding the 
revenue marine will provoke more talk than 
it is worth, for both the Treasury and Navy 
Departments will have their friends in the 
Senate. The “Pure Food bill may be 
adopted as a substitute for the “Compound 
Lard ”’ bill of the House, but the probabilities 
are that it will be carried over to the next ses- 
sion. The bill to place telegraph comranies 
under the operation of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law does not seem to have excited much 
opposition and may get through, as it should 
become a law for the good of the public. 


FOREIGN IGNORANCE OF AMERICAN AF- 
PAIRS. 


Not long ago an English periodical sneer- 
ingly asked, Who reads an American book?” 
The New York Hvening Post calls attentién to 
an article in the London Spectator on the 
recent pageant in New York in connection 
with the removal of Ericsson’s body to his 
native country, which shows sufficiently that 
if Englishmen read other American books 
they at least do not read American history 
and have crude ideas of the personnel of 
American history. The Spectator par emi- 
nenos is the best informed and most critical 
of English periodicals and* employs the best 
talent in that country. Yet in describing the 
pageant it blunders in the following curious 
manner: Admiral Braine, Commander in 
Chief of the Navy, and Gen. Howard, com- 
manding the army, took part in the procession 
in their official capacity, and with them Ad- 
miral Worden, now Secretary of the Navy [7], 
who commanded Ericsson’s famous ship, the 
Monitor, in the historic fignt in Hampton 
Roads.” After having bungled up thus our 
civil, military, and naval service, it is not re- 
markable that it should blunder still more 
grossly in its description of the fight. “The 
Monitor,” it says, was dispatched to join the 
squadron blockading Charleston,” and after 
describing the disasters to the Congress and the 
Cumberland it resumes: In this condition 
they were found by Ericsson’s ship, which 
boldly attacked the conqueror of the previous 
day and drove it, disabled and sinking, back 
to | [LI].“ This was the fight which 
the , calls historic, and historic it 
certainly was, as it revolutionized naval war- 
fare and provided England with new ideas and 
methods in naval shipbuilding; and yet even 
the learned and critical English censor of 
literature, pmlosophy, and history is guilty of 
blunders so appalling that it almost seems as 
if itdid not deem American history of suffi- 
cient consequence to be stated correctly. Very 
slight reference would have been sufficient to 


avoid such loose writing as this, and if the ac- 


count was worth writing at all it was worth 
writing correctly. That it did not take the 
trouble to verify its statements is due prob- 
of all things American.

TAMMANY TOUGHS AND THE AUSTRA- 
LIAN LAW. 

The first experiment with the new ballot 
law in New York was made at the village elec- 
tion at Far Rockaway Wednesday. Asa mat- 
ter of course, it being the first test of the law, 
a gang of Tammany toughs and heelers went 


to the village, ostensibly to watch its opera- 


tion, but in reality to beat the law, and aided 
by the local heelers they succeeded in defeat- 
ing some of its provisions, such as those which 
forbid electioneering within 150 feet of the 
polls and crowding inside of the polling- 
places, and the clause which provides for 
secrecy in the preparation and voting of the 
ballot. The operation of the law was not en- 
tirely satisfactory and more or less confusion 


was occasioned, but the Tammany toughs dis- 


covered some things which were disagreeable 
to them. They found, for instance, that the 
opportunities for bribery and corruption were 
reduced to the minimum, and that there were 
not so many chances for bulldezing. They 
also found to their astonishment that there is 
no way of beating the law except by openly 
violating its provisions, and whereas this could 
be done with impunity in a village where there 
was no police supervision, they hardly can 
hope to do it in a city where they will be 
watched. In fact, it was with something like 
consternation that the Tammany toughs be- 
held voters who could not be approached by 
them preparing ballots with which they could 
not interfere, From the unanimity of Dem- 
ocratic opinion the nett day that the law 
was a failure“ and the lugubrious tone of 
Tammany sentiment over the result it would 
appear that the néw law when applied in New 
York City will have a tendency to favor honest 
voting if its friends half do their duty. 


Taz Wall street bull gamblers are calling on 
the Government for money to help their 
wagon out of the mud, as the fool in the fable 
cried to Hercules Such aid as is asked from 
the Government would be unjust not only to 
the people at large but futile. Assistance by 
the Treasury has been a practical failure every 
time it wag tried, whether for the alleged pur- 
pose of “ helping to move the crops or for 
any other motive. It is necessary only to 
look back to 1878, when a similar raid was 
made on the Treasury and the Government 
threw all its spare money into the breach, in- 
cluding the reissue of a lot of greenbacks, 
only to find the distemper grew by what it fed 
on, That the same will be the case now well 


may be credited by any one who sees that not 


an iota of relief has been obtained by the offer 
to take up bonds before they are due and pay 
in advance a full year’s interest that has not 
been earned by the holders. 

The Government of the United States should 
have nothing to do with Wall street sharks 
as an object for its special care, and the best 
results will be reached when this rule is rec- 
ognized as holding good for every part and 
class in the community. The Government 
of the United States should attend to its 
legitimate duties, collecting its revenues and 
paying its debts according to law, leaving the 
gamblers to take care of themselves or go 
under if they cannot stay at the top.

The balance 
of trade is not against us to a serious extent, 
and that only temporarily as a result of 
rushing in goods from other countries at a 
faster rate than wanted for consumption, 
which may be expected to meet its offset in 
a diminished volume of imports later in the 
year. Hands off, and let the sharks fight it 
out among themselves.

Franklin H. Watriss, President of the Peo-

Their Gas Trust Certificates. 
“Holders of Gas Trust certificates lost 
$1,500,00 today, yesterday said a speculator 
who is a position to know what he is talking 
about. 


“Speculators and dealers in speculative se- 


curities are naturally shrewd and far-seeing, 

but it is difficult to say whether the severe 

losses incurred in Gas Trust during the last 

two days are traceable to the tight money 

market or to the uncertainty in their minds of 

the value of the trust shares. Every one 

who is at all familiar with the organization 

of the gigantic trust is aware of the fact that 
its capital stock is $25,000,000, while the sev- 
eral properties owned’ and operated by the’ 
trust company are bonded for about $20,000,- 
000 more. The trust pays in dividends 4 per 
cent annually. To do this and meet the fixed 
charges on their bonded debt required a net 
profit of 70 cents per 1,000 cubic feet on the 
entire gas consumption of Chicago during the 
year 1889, In view of the fact that their entire 
system could be duplicated for $10,000,000 the 
holders of trust securities naturally feel 
nervous, and the value of their shares partake 

of their feverishness.

Results of the Treasury’s Effort to Relieve 
the Money Market,
